But the fact that the American people do not be- 
grudge footing an immediate defense bill of around 
five billions does not give Congress or the executive 
leave to spend it, or any part of it, unwisely. As Maj. 
Eliot wrote in the Post-Dispatch yesterday: 

Let us make sure that for each dollar spent, we 
get a dollar’s worth of national security. Let us 
spend a little of this money in planning how to 
spend the rest. This will pay us rich dividends 
in economy, and in‘safety, and as an investment 
in the future of America. 

Universal compulsory military training does not fit 
into our needs—certainly not at this time. On the 
contrary, it would be a positive distraction from our 
main requirements in national defense—airplanes, 
pilots, an expanded navy and naval personnel, mod- 
ernization of naval bases, increase in mechanical 
equipment for the army. 

But universal compulsory military training would 
be more than a distraction. It would take funds 
which had far better be used in the improvements 
just enumerated. A program of military training for 
all American youths of a certain age would be a 
terrifically expensive proposition. It would be all 
the more expensive because military experts, reading 
the lessons of the war in Europe, look on masses of 
troops as more or less useless, if not a distinct lia- 
bility, when pitted against mobile iron and steel 
and against death that rains from the skies. 

There is no use thinking of warfare today in 


opia and helpless Albania, trembles to face a first- 
class antagonist until the odds are at least 100 to 1. 

Such, in effect, are the conditions as set forth in 
the capital of Italy’s axis partner. It is easy to 
understand the note of contempt that cannot be con- 
cealed in the Berlin statement. 
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TOWARD A TEACHERS’ PENSION PLAN. 

Steps at last are being taken toward solution of a 
problem that has handicapped the St. Louis public 
school system for years: what to do about superan- 
nuated teachers. The Teachers’ Joint Committee on 
Retirement has worked out a plan providing for com- 
pulsory retirement at 70 and voluntary retirement at 
62, after completion of 35 years’ service, with pensions 
to be paid by joint contributions of teaching employes 
and the board. Details are still tentative, but it is 
reassuring that after so long a time, the stage of 
definite planning has finally been reached. 

The Strayer survey, made public more than a year 
ago, found St. Louis had a “rather mature’ teaching 
personnel. White teachers, its figures showed, had 
served an average of 20 years in the grade schools 
and 23 years in high school. Sharp warning was 
added that, for want of a retirement plan, teachers 


stay on indefinitely and are apparently protected 
in their position by tenure until complete dis- 
ability or death forces their separation from the 
classroom. This condition calls for immediate 
action, if the interests of children are to be ade- 


quately served. 

Two concrete advantages would result from adoption 
of a retirement plan. First, the caliber of teaching 
would improve by relieving from duty the older in- 
structors, who are less capable as a group than young- 
er ones, though brilliant exceptions exist. The sec- 
ond gain would be in economy, since younger teach- 
ers would enter the system at lower salary scales 
than those retired. 

Legislative action would be required to place a 
retirement plan in effect. There is ample time to 
work out an actuarially sound plan before the next 
session of the Legislature meets next January. It 
is a hopeful sign that the spadework is now under 
way, to make possible this long-needed reform. 
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THE BATTLE OF FRANCE. 

They are not calling it the Battle of the Somme— 
this tremendous new engagement which rages along 
the historic river after only a brief respite from the 
devastating struggle in Flanders, Paris communiques 
call it instead the Battle of France, for high com- 
mand, straining poilu and intent citizen alike realize 
that the nation’s fate depends on stopping the fresh 
Nazi drive. Neutral military experts confirm the 
verdict; as Fletcher Pratt writes: “It is not too 


terms of the old wars .of foot soldiers. The Nazis 
swept to the English Channel in modern tanks, trucks 
and armofed motorcycles. Before such force, the poor- 
ly equipped British could only retreat as best they 
could under fire to the burning ports. Their very 
numbers handicapped the evacuation. 

In his notable book, “The Ramparts We Watch,” 
Maj. Eliot says that if the United States is called on 
to defend itself, our main effort will be directed 
toward maintaining the control of maritime com- 
munications by means of a navy—including, of 
course, a naval air force. He concludes that we will 
not be required to send millions of men overseas or 
“to enlist millions of men to defend our soil.” It 
simply will not be that kind of defense. 

On at least two other major scores may universal 
compulsory military training in peacetime be op- 
posed. It would operate as a propaganda device for 
creating a popular feeling that American involve- 
ment in the war is inevitable. It would fly in the 
face of the American tradition of freedom of youth 
from regimentation into military service. Surely 
we have not forgotten that literally hundreds of thou- 
sands of Europeans. have come to our shores in past 
years to escape impressment under arms. 

There doubtless will be sentiment in Congress in 
favor of the proposal. This will reflect to a degree 
the eagerness of Congressmen to maintain in their dis- 
tricts obsolete military posts which go back to the 
Indian wars of the frontier. Universal military train- 
ing would probably establish these useless posts be- 
yond all chance of removal. 

Let us increase our officer personnel, let us ex- 
pand the reserves and let us make wider use of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Corps and the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps to that end. But let us not 
adopt a proposal so expensive, so confused and so un- 
necessary as universal military training. 
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PATRIOTISM AND LABOR RACKETEERS. 

The movie operators’ union, the incomparable 
IATSE, went on a grand patriotic splurge at Thurs- 
day’s session of its national convention at Louisville. 
The delegates voted unanimously to expel all Com- 
munists from their ranks. They went gravely on 
record as offering the Government all the union’s 
resources for national defense. And they solemnly 
counseled, the administration to “keep us clear of 
any war involvements.” 

All this is fine, but isn’t the IATSE going rather 
far afield to hunt for enemies of the Republic and 
menaces to the national security while its own stu- 
pendous job of house cleaning remains undone? The 
union continues to harbor such characters as the 
notorious John Nick of St. Louis and the ex-white- 
slaver, Willie Bioff, its West coast representative. 
Why worry about the administration’s conduct of its 
duties while the union does nothing to put down la- 
bor racketeering, which is in itself a sizable threat to 
democracy from within? 

It was Dr. Samuel Johnson who called patriotism 
“the last refuge of a scoundrel.” If the racketeers 
are protected under cover of a “save-the-country” 
campaign, then the crotchety old doctor’s axiom 
stands verified again. 
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WHAT IS ITALY WAITING FOR? 

Why is Italy delaying before it plunges into the 

European war? The world has been wondering about 
that for weeks, as the Rome Government winds up 
for a terrific blow, carefully calls attention to its 
_bellicose intentions, and then each time fails to fol- 
low through. Each day it is announced that tension 
is growing, that Italy is closer to war, and the per- 
formance continues to be repeated until it has taken 
on all the appearance of a long-drawn bluff or a care- 
fully staged drama in the war of nerves. 
Now, however, informed Berlin sources have stated 
the conditiens Italy is awaiting before plunging in: 
(1) destruction of the French air force, (2) distrac- 
tion of French attention by a gigantic operation such 
as a siege of Paris. Berlin states further that Italy 
cannot undertake to fight “so long as France is in 
position to make quick retaliation.” 

In other words, Italy wants its ghoul’s share of 
the spoils, but is not going to reach for them until 
the corpse is about to cease palpitating. Italy dares 
not stab France in the back until Germany has her 
handcuffed, tied to the stake and is ready to apply 


much to say that they (the French) are required 
to win this battle or be knocked out of the war.” 

The odds in the great battle are against France. 
Many of its first-line troops and much of its mech- 
anized equipment were lost in the Flanders pocket. 
Little help, save in the air, can come from their 
British ally, similarly stripped in the fatal attempt 
to rescue Belgium. Now it must be men against 
crunching tanks, indomitable courage against the 
blasting power of Nazi bombers. 

More than once the fortitude of France has met an 
eleventh-hour test, but never so formidable an at- 
tack as this. There are some hopeful signs—new 
methods of stopping tanks, the defenders’ high 
morale, the vagueness of Berlin's brief communiques. 
France has new heroes today, men who offer their 
bodies and their courage to halt the onward march 
of the world’s most deadly war machine. 
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A STUPID PIECE OF CENSORSHIP. 

Movie censorship has risen to a new height of folly 
in Chicago, where the Police Censor Board has 
banned the Federal Government’s documentary film, 
“The Fight for Life.” This film, which deals with 
child and maternal welfare, was made by the brilliant 
young producer, Pare Lorentz, from the book of 
the same title by Paul de Kruif. 

Needless to say, it is a serious, carefully thought- 
out piece of work, utterly lacking in sensationalism, 
dependent for its drama entirely on the tragic fact 
of widespread infant and maternal mortality. It 
has not been exhibited in St. Louis yet, but St. 
Louisans who saw Mr. Lorentz’s remarkably effec- 
tive film on the dust bowl and wind erosion, “The 
Plow That Broke the Plains,” or “The River,” his 
second production for the Government, will take for 
granted its sincerity, integrity and good taste. 

“The Fight for Life” was exhibited in a Broadway 
theater in New York as long ago as last February. 
Its impact was admitted, but it was received as a 
constructive attempt to reach large numbers of people 
with a dramatic presentation of the struggle to save 
the lives of women and babies in a complex society 
in which there are slums and desperate poverty. 

To say that “The Fight for Life” is unfit for public 
consumption is to utter nonsense. If it is proper for 
the human race ‘> carry on, it is proper for it to 
know all it can know to reduce the travail and 
tragedy of maternal and infant deaths. The Chicago 
Police Department may or may not be all right at 
capturing criminals. As a custodian of social thought 
and public health education, it is a complete failure. 
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When the other Republican contestants for the 
nomination now speak of “that man,” they don’t 
mean F. D. R. “That man” is Wendell Willkie. 
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LET THE F B I HUNT THE SPIES. 

Americans who started organizing “parashooter” 
Squadrons a few weeks ago seem convinced by now, 
after a little sober reflection, that they were engaged 
in a rather silly business. Not so, however, the 
sponsors of private spy hunts. Some of them are 
still engaged in trying to pin incriminating actions 
on neighbors with foreign accents, but that is equally 
senseless, according to a representative of the FBI 
in the nearby Ill.nois area. 

Joseph E. Thornton, special agent, points out that 
the FBI objects to these amateur investigations for 
two reasons: “Many times they do untold damage 
to innocent people, and they obstruct legitimate in- 
quiries of our trained agents.” If anyone has what 
seems to be a clew to sabotage or espionage, the 
most useful and most patriotic thing to do is to 
report it to the FBI at once. Each case is thoroughly 
investigated, in far greater detail than a private cit- 
izen could possibly accomplish. Vigilante activities 
can rarely do more than breed hysteria and work 
hardship on unoffending persons. 

America has in the FBI a highly skilled organiza- 
tion for handling spies and saboteurs. It can safely 
be intrusted with the task which, in 99 cases out 
of 100, would be bungled by the amateur Sherlocks.

T is disputed nowhere that the United 

States should, and at once, proceed to the 
development of its own defenses through 
building large numbers of airplanes and 
training air and ground crews. Maj. Al Wil- 
liams, who qualifies as an expert, has called 
for a saneness in the proceeding. 

Maj. Williams, former navy speed flyer, 
aeronautical surveyor of Europe in 1938 and 
the only American who has flown the Ger- 
man Messerschmidt, calls for the air force 
to be made a separate one, with American 
air power “no longer in the jealous hands of 
the army and the navy and the politicians.” 
He points, in that respect, to the disastrous 
experiences of England. 

Maj. Williams has pointed out that with 
all air power, the Germans could not attack 
and subdue England from air bases only 
300 to 500 miles distant. Instead, they seized 
air bases on the coasts of Holland, Belgium 
and France, just 20 to 100 miles from the 
coast of England. 

So here we have an expert who tells us 
that oceans still are highly valuable in na- 
tional defense.

HOMAS MANN, distinguished recipient 

of the Nobel Prize in literature, asks the 
world not to condemn the German people 
for the barbarities which the Nazi regime 
is imposing on Europe. 

In “This War” (Alfred A. Knopf, New 
York), the exiled, dispossessed former Ger- 
man, who is now well on the way to Amer- 
ican citizenship, says that the people whom 
Hitler rules today are “decent folk,” lovers 
of “honesty and straightforwardness.” Their 
hearts could not have beat higher at the 
thought of Gestapo torture cellars, concen- 
tration camps and the “unfolding terror” of 
total war. 

* * * 

The creator of the great Joseph novels ex- 
plains but he does not apologize. His ex 
planation is that the Germans, in an “uncon 
scious desperation,” accepted the pattern 
of Nazi-ism seven years ago. Having accept- 
ed it, they are bound “to fall deeper and 
deeper into guilt,” to “step from misdeed 
to misdeed.” Munich, Czecho-Slovakia, Po 
land, Denmark, Norway, the Low Countries 
—these are milestones of the tragic course. 

Far from apologizing, he places chief re 
sponsibility for the peace and happiness of 
Europe, and perhaps the world, on these 
very people who have accepted Hitlers tem 
rorism as their way of life. It is up to them, 
writes Mann, to rise up and throw off the 
yoke that is sinking them in degradation 
and brutality. 

For “if the German people cannot mustef 
the strength to revolt, if they prefer to look 
on and wait, to see whether success may not 
justify their rulers, guilt and disaster will 
be heaped upon their heads.” Then “they 
will fling away the peace that could have

Roosevelt already has asked Con- 
gress for about $4,600,000,000 in de- 
fense outlays, for which bonds 
would be issued. The bill would 
raise the debt limit from $45,000,- 
000,000 to $49,000,000,000 to make 
possible the bond issue.

In practical use, Moore said, a 
driver suspected of drinking could 
be asked by the officer at the 
scene of questioning to inflate the 


procedure would be automatic, with 
one chemical (magnesium porchlo- 
rate) absorbing the alcohol in the 
breath, and the other chemical, a 
caustic soda compound, absorbing 
the carbon dioxide in the breath. 

Later measurement of the ab- 
sorbed materials by chemist, Moore 
said, would allow determination of 
the alcohol concentration in the 
subject’s blood—one of the indica- 
tions of the degree of intoxication.

ICOD’S VITAMIN D 
NOT FROM THE SUN, 
SCIENTIST DECIDES 


Origin in Fish Liver Oil a 
Mystery, Biologist 
Writes. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. June 8 
(AP).—A Harvard scientist said to- 
day the vitamni D, sometimes 
called the sunshine vitamin, found 
in the oils of cod and other fish 
apparently does not come from the 
sun, and that its origin in the fish 
is a “mystery.” 

Biologist George L. Clarke, writ- 
ing in the Harvard Alumni Bulle- 
tin, said there is evidence that 
the actinic rays of the far ultra- 
violet range of the sun’s spectrum, 
which make possible the forma- 
|tion of the vitamin for terrestrial 
organisms, are very rapidly ab- 
|sorbed in every type of water. 

Furthermore, he said, there is 
little chance of cod getting the vita- 
min from organisms near the 
ocean’s surface, since the cod is 
a “bottom feeder.” 

“Apparently,” he said, “our only 
alternative is to suppose that the 
fish containing vitamin D manufac- 
ture it without the aid directly or 
indirectly of the ultra-violet radia- 
tion entering the ocean. This has 
not yet been shown to be possible.”

“Bulldoze’’—From a Dose of the Bull 

“Bulldoze,” slang for coerce or 
intimidate, was originally written 
bulldose, in which form it was a 
noun meaning “a dose of the bull.” 

Bull, here, meant a whip made of 
cow's hide; and “a dose of the 
bull” was a euphonious reference to 
the flogging administered by mem- 
bers of certain under-cover or- 
ganizations of whites upon Negroes 
who failed to heed warnings to 
vote for the right political party, 
and who, if they persisted, were 
shot. 

The expression originated in 
Louisiana during the post-Civil War 
period.

A Physician's 
Comment On 
Smoking Habit 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HERE is no question that to- 
T raceo is a drug. And there is 

no question that as a habit its 
use is very common. 

Those being undeniable facts, 
they arouse in different persons, 
different reactions. Once when [ 
wrote of some experiments made 
on the effect of tobacco on athletes’ 
“wind,” I received a letter from 
a Midwest college instructor say- 
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writings to be read in his class- 
rooms, as they heretofore had 
been, and that he was convinced 
from a study of his students, that 
the use of cigarettes caused low 
grades of scholarship. 
I feel that, intellectually, such a 
man shows that he does not know 
the nature of evidence. But he re- 
veals one attitude of mind towards 
tobacco—the relentless reformer. 
It’s pretty hard to figure out, as 
G. K. Chesterton, the great English 
essayist, said, where there is any 
“moral issue” involved in smoking 
or not smoking at all. There is, 
in the use of alcohol and, of course, 
the narcotics. But not tobacco, 
And I think we ought to get that 
straightened out to begin with. 
Then there is a large group of 
people who smoke and who are 
continuously worrying about wheth- 
er it really does them any harm 
or not, 

=: = 
AND THERE is a group which 
smokes and is convinced it does 
harm (without any very good evi- 
dence). But these enjoy it enougt 
so they go on smoking anyway. 
Then there is the vast majorit#™ 
who smoke and don’t think very 
much about it one way or the other, 
Curiously, in view of its present 
bad repute, tobacco was at first used 
for its great healing powers. Jean 
Nicot, whose name has been epony- 
mized in “nicotine,” sent seeds of 
the tobacco to Catherine de Medici 
that they might be cultivated for 
their medicinal properties.
